Whot ver will take the pains to serutinize the ra-
cert publication of Regeat Calhoun, may discover
{hat e makes no mention whatever of the election
for State ¢fficars, while he expends ingenuity and
artifice inan stfempt to relieve himself from com-
plicity with the frauds relating to the Legislature,
There is significance in this omission which shall
not be overlooked, fur it forms partof a plan of
policy marked out by Speaker Orr and others, in-
tendied to mislead the publie, aud to creata ampres-
gions wholly at variance with the real facts
Why, it may be asked, did not Calioun make a
olean breset of sll the electious in this so-called +in-
dicatory statement? The reason s very obvious,
and shall be explained. Lo the first place, it should
be known, because it is capable of proof, that in an
interview sought with Judge Douglas, he (Callioun)
stated, in reply toan interrogntory, that the ** Demo-
eratic, "—that is, the Pro-Slavery Party, had carried
the State ticket by two thousand majority. He
reached that result eoufessedly, hy ignoring the re-
turns of severa! Counties, which were erroneously
directed to Governor Denver, instead of himself,

Fenring this important faet v mind, the solution
of Calboun’s conduet becomes more easy. The
